New York. Feb. 15.— Another tragic 
chapter in the history 
of the Tiinw- 
AThite episode w as written when grim 
death stepped in to halt 
the famous 
trial in its fourth week. 
The wife of 
Juror No. 11, Mrs. Joseph B. Bolton, 
passed away 
in tho afternoon 
soon 
ofter hor husband had 
reached her 
bedside. 
He 
had 
been 
summoned 
from the courtroom where tho trial 
had been 
In progress for 
less than 
fifteen 
minutes. 
The 
formal 
an­ 
nouncement 
of Mrs. Bolton’s 
death 
was made 
In court shortly 
after 2 
p. in., the hour set for the afternoon 
session, and Justice Fitzgerald Imme­ 
diately ordered an adjournment of the 
case until next Monday morning. The 
court also ordered, with the consent of 
counsel, that the other eleven jurymen 
he given their liberty and no longer 
be held together. 
He admonished the 
jurors to be guided by their honesty 
and their oaths and not to read the 
newspapers or discuss the Thaw case 
with anybody. 
The death 
of Juror Bolton’s 
wife 
cast a gloom over the criminal courts 
building and had 
a particularly de­ 
pressing effect upon 
everyone con­ 
nected with Hie trial. 
The prisoner 
seemed to feel the matter quite keen­ 
ly when he wa3 brought into court to 
hear the formal announcement of the 
order for a postponement of his far­ 
ther hearing. 
The fact that the Thaw 
jurors have been kept in close con­ 
finement since they were selected for 
trial service and that Mr. Bolton had 
been allowed to visit his home only 
three times during his wife’s illness, 
lent a pathetic aspect to the case, and 
the greatest sym pathy was felt on all 
sides. 


Thaw Showed 
His Sympathy. 


During the brief morning session, 
when Mr. Bolton had taken his place 
in the box, Thaw fixed the juror wit 
his gaze as he entered. 
It was not a 
stare of curiosity or concern as to his 
own welfare that the defendant fume* 
upon the juryman, but there seemed 
rather to bo a light of sympathy in the 
eyes of the man accused of the mur­ 
der of Stanford W hite. 
Mrs. Bolton suffered 
from double 
pneumonia. 
Her 
condition 
became 
serious Wednesday, when the morning 
session of the trial was abandoned to 
allow the juror 
to visit his 
home, 
which is far up in the Bronx. 
Bolton 
was accompanied by two other jury­ 
men and by two court officers. 
The 
law which was Invoked at the begin­ 
ning of the trial to keep the jury to­ 
gether, provides 
that no one 
juror 
shall at any time be separated from 
the others. 
Mrs. Bolton rallied Wednesday af 
ternoon. her husband returned to his 
place and the 
trial went on. 
When 
court convened at 10:30 o’clock a. rn. 
Mr. Bolton was again in seat No. 11 
but it was stated that his wife’s condi­ 
tion 
was critical 
and he might 
he 
called away at any moment. 
Dr. Britton D. Evans, superintendent 
of the New Jersey state hospital for 
the insane, was recalled as an alienist 
to continue his 
direct examination. 
The witness was asked to detail the 
conversations he had had on various 
occasions with Thaw in the Tombs. 


Summons Came for Juror Bolton. 


He had already declared these con­ 
versations to he an essential feature 
in his conclusion that Thaw was of 
unsound mind at the time of the doc­ 
tor’s first three visits to him, the last 
being on Sept. 22. 
Mr. Jerome had 
withdrawn his objections to the state­ 
ments hv_ Thaw going Into thq eyh 


<f once and Dr. Evans was about to de­ 
tail the events of his first visit on Aug. 
4, when the summons for Juror Bol­ 
ton 
en me. 
Captain Ricketts 
of tho 
court police squad was seen to whis 
per 
to Justice 
Fitzgerald. 
Bolton 
seem ed 
to divine 
his 
mission 
and 
moved uneasily in his chair. 
A recess was taken until 2 p. rn., and 
the juror, still accompanied by two of 
his associates and two court officers, 
hurried 
to the little 
home In 
the 
Bronx, where Mrs. Bolton was being 
kept alive only by the use of oxygen. 
Fh<> died soon after her husband’s ar­ 
rival 
Juror Bolton is fifty-seven years of 
age and a clerk. 
W hen court again 
convened at 2:25 p. rn., there had been 
a conference 
of the attorneys 
with 
Justice Fitzgerald and the agreement 
had been reached to release the re­ 
maining jurors from further confine­ 
ment. 
In taking this 
action Justice 
Fitzgerald took pains to state the rule 
fcoeping them together had not been 
adopted 
upon the separate 
recom­ 
mendation of either side, but was the 
result 
of an agreement based 
upon 
reasons 
which 
appeared 
excellent 
alike to the interests of the defendant 
aud of the people. 
There was intend­ 
ed not the slightest reflection upon 
the jury in any way. 
It would have 
been 
well. 
Justice 
Fitzgerald 
re­ 
marked, if the rule could have been ad­ 
hered to until the close of the trial 
hut the sad occurrence 
had brought 
about a condition which must hp con­ 


fronted. 
It would be manifestly un­ 
fair, the court said, to keep the jurors 
Amber from their hom es during the 
delay. 
In announcing the adjournment un­ 
til 
Monday Justice 
Fitzgerald 
ex­ 
pressed 
the 
“hope” that 
the 
trial 
might then proceed. 
It 
is realized, 
however, that this will depend large­ 
ly upon the condition in which Juror 
Bolton may 
be at that 
time. 
If he 
feels that he can put aside all per­ 
sonal considerations and continue to 
act 
as a juror tho 
trial will 
be re­ 
sumed. 
If he feels that his condition 
of mind Is such, or that his personal 
affairs are such as to prevent his giv­ 
ing hts whole attention to the case 
during the remaining days of the trial, 
som e other solution 
of the difficulty 
must be looked for.

Another 
Victim 
of 
the 
Larchmont 
Wreck Is Dead. 
Providence, 
ll. I., 
Feb. 
15.—The 
..ork of returning 
to their relatives 
and friends the bodies of the victims 
of the Larchmont disaster continues, 
many of those 
brought to 
the city 
having been claimed during the day. 
Another 
boat 
load 
of 
twenty-four 
bodies came up the river from Block 
Island late at night and were trans­ 
ferred to the morgue. 
The authorities here 
number the 
identified dead as fifty-four, including 
Samuel Lacombe of Manchester, N. 
II., who reached Block Island alive 
Tuesday morning 
arid survived 
his 
terrible experience and sufferings long 
enough to reach the Rhode Island hos­ 
pital here, where he died early in the 
evening. 
The only body recovered which was 
not brought to the city 
was that of 
Harry Tackles of Block Island, whose 
funeral will take place within a few 
m iles of the beach on which it was 
thrown up by tho sea. 
The death of Larcombe reduces the 
number of survivors to eighteen and 
one of that number, Miss Sadie Gal­ 
lup of Boston, still remains at Block 
Island, recovering from her terrible 
experiences. 
Of the bodies which were brought 
to this city by the 
tug Roger W ill­ 
iams a number had already been iden­ 
tified and at the morgue late at night 
nineteen remained 
unclaimed. 
This 
number Is included in those known to 
be missing, which totals eightv-seven, 
making a total number according to 
all accounts of 159 who sailed on the 
Larchmont on Monday night. 
These 
figures include 13 survivors, 54 identi­ 
fied dead and 87 m issing or unidenti­ 
fied dead. 
While 
the Identifications 
were In 
progress at tho morgue the tug Roger 
W illiams was on her 
way to Block 
Island 
to bring hack those 
bodies 
which the Island fishermen had hauled 
from the waters In the past two days. 
These totalled twenty-four.

They said that their statem ents that 
they had not had an opportunity to 
examine the reports were sincere and 
that there were no ulterior motives in­ 
volved.

said 
there had been no discussion of the 
report and he felt sure there was no 
disposition to filibuster against it be­ 
yond carrying it over for a day.

Phenomenal Occurrence Witnessed at 
Pittsburg. 
Pittsburg, Feb. 15. 
The most phe­ 
nomenal atmospheric disturbance ever 
witnessed In this city occurred just 
before I o’clock p. 
rn. when In the 
midst of a heavy blizzard several peals 
of thunder were heard 
and a vivid 
flash of lightning came front tho heav­ 
ens. 
Professor John A. Brasher of th*' 
Allegheny 
observatory, 
who 
an­ 
nounced W ednesday night the discov­ 
ery of one of tho greatest sun spots 
every called 
Bi the attention 
of as- 
t ron oui ors, when seen regarding the 
phenomenon, said: 
“The disturbance shortly after noon 
was 
the most 
remarkable thing 
I 
have ever known. 
In view of the gi 
gentle sun spot 
I expected an elec­ 
trical 
disturbance. 
I thought, 
how­ 
ever, It would 
take the form 
of the 
aurora borealis or that telegraph and 
telephone communication would he se ­ 
riously affected. 
“Instead, the disturbance was ter­ 
rible to those who observed it. 
“ At noon the great sun spot, which 
is 118,000 miles long and 30,000 miles 
wide, covering an area of about 3,540,- 
00 ) square miles, was directly facing 
the earth. 
This spot is very active. 
Taking these facts into consideration 
it is not so hard for one to stretch the 
imagination and connect the cause of 
th*' disturbance 
with the sun 
spot. 
Then again there Is a white line about 


10,OOO miles long running through the 
spot and in my belief this white line 
is responsible for conditions today and 
any additional phenomena which are 
apt to follow.”

Edward .Jacobson, a 
Northwestern 
university 
student, 
has 
Invented 
a 
studying machine, which not only abol­ 
ishes the ravages on the iKxly brought 
by all night sessions with towel ouch 
Cled brow over a book of small print, 
but also saves, he says, the eyes and 
the mind. 
The mechanical device Jacobson has 
adopted for his Invention is of a pho­ 
nographic nature, for which be has 
prepared records on which are concen­ 
trated the essential points of entire 
courses, says the Chicago Post. 
The 
night before an examination In Eng­ 
lish literature, for instance, Jacobson 
begins preparations which till with en­ 
vy average, plodding students, who 
must grind out their knowledge In the 
slow method centuries old. 
Instead of going out for an earthen 
pitcher of ice water and an extra 
quantity of oil for his telescope lamp 
he unstraps his case of records, selects 
Course No. I, turns out the light, lays 
himself down on bcd or couch and, 
pulling a cord which Is attached to the 
machine, prepares himself to absorb 
learning by the roll. 
The machine is provided with ail at­ 
tachment on the order of the works of 
an eight day clock, which will run an 
indefinite period, far longer than any 
listener will survive. Even lf the stu­ 
dent drops asleep, the constant and 
monotonous repetition of the 
record 
lias the effect of impressing Itself on 
the seemingly dormant brain, for in 
the morning the course Is at tongue’s 
end, and the student goes to Ills exam ­ 
ination, In campus 
vernacular, 
pre­ 
pared “to knock th<‘ prof’s eye out.” 
The Intricate formulas of calculus, 
tho Involved kinds of algebra and ge­ 
ometry taught men who think of tak­ 
ing up engineering and other deep, 
mysterious forms of mathematical Ion- 
all can in* caught by the machine with­ 
out skip or miss, and formations so 
formidable that the eye will not grasp 
them become easy to the comprehen­ 
sion when drammed Into the brain 
through the ear by repeating the rec­ 
ord. 
The Importance of tho invention is 
such, from the student standpoint, that 
“canned” lessons promise to become 
common on the Evanston campus.

MOTOR 
POAT 
FISHING. 


How the Fisheries in Iceland Arc Being 
Revolutionized. 
Consul IL S. Unstnusen of Stavanger 
furnishes 
the 
following 
translation 
from a Norwegian newspaper supple­ 
menting reports previously published 
in consular and trade reports that Ice­ 
land fishermen were adopting motor 
boats: 
“A complete revolution of tile fisher­ 
ies in Iceland is near at hand. 
Both 
the open boats and the sailing cutters 
disappear as fast as they are worn out. 
No new purchases of these are now 
being made. In the future fishing will 
be done almost ext lusively with motor 
boats and steam trawlers, which give 
many times better results and do not 
require so large a crew. 
During the 
last two or three seasons there has 
been expended nearly $'250,000 for mo­ 
tor boats, and they have given such 
good results that there are Instances 
where a boat iii the course of five 
months earned double its value, be­ 
sides giving lls master and crew an in­ 
come equal to a well paid official's sal­ 
ary for the whole year. 
“At Westmanna islands there were 
only two motor boats in 1905, and they 
gave so much better results than other 
boats that they have now purchased 
thirteen new ones for about $25,000. 
But the trawlers have given siill bet­ 
ter results. A small trawler owned by 
a company in llavnefjord during 1900 
earned enormous profits, which has led 
to the organization of two new trawl­ 
ing companies in Reykjavik, one of 
which is having a trawler built In 
England, while the other, with a capi­ 
tal of 100,000 k rollers ($20,000), Is buy­ 
ing one all complete at tho same place. 
“This is only a small beginning. Pur­ 
chases of new trawlers will In the near 
future Increase so rapidly that In the 
course of five or ten years It will fie 
possible to create a good sized Ice­ 
landic trawling fleet. 
Tile main hin­ 
drance of course is the lack of home 
capital, but this Is not Insurmountable 
when the people first learn to unite.”
